Special ^ent, Bureau of Internal ReTflOue, Jacks onvi lie » Florida, and 
Raymond^Brown, attorney for Ilia Bureau of Internal Revenue, JaeksonTllle, 
Florida, appeared voluntarily and testified* the names of these two 
individuals do not appear in the Bureau file, 

Mr.Froelieh Infozms me that Kr«Brotin testified that he had seen 
subject in Florida on one occasion, and that Charles Clarke llkewlae 
testified that he is acquainted with subject Capone, and saw him in Flori- 
da on one occasion. ISr.Froelieh recites that the testimony of both of 
these Individuals waa ImaBtsrlal and irrelevant. 

I have been endeavoring to obtain a transcript of the testloony 
of these two witnesses, but due to the present trial of subject Capone, 
on a charge of failure to make proper Income tax returns, Kr.F^oellch 
haa bean unable to obtain the desired data.
